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CIRCULAR. 

The  Faculty  take  pleasure  in  again  calling  attention  to  the  organization 
and  educational  arrangement  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University 
of  Buffalo,  which  remains,  as  heretofore,  with  few  changes;  and  are  such, 
it  is  believed,  as  will  afford  unsurpassed  opportunities,  Didactic  and  Clini¬ 
cal,  for  a  complete  medical  education. 

Prof.  Miner  will  devote  his  attention  to  the  several  departments  of 
Special  Surgery,  such  as  Opthalmology,  Opthorpaedy,  Diseases  of  the 
Spine,  Joints,  &c. ,  &c.  Opportunity  will  be  afforded  students  to  become 
practically  acquainted  with  the  use,  manipulation  and  proper  application 
of  instruments  found  necessary  in  the  diagnosis,  or  useful  in  the  treatment 
of  diseases  included  in  his  department.  All  the  recent  advances  in  these 
specialties  will  be  presented,  and  their  bearings  fully  explained.  He  will, 
also,  give  Clinical  lectures  at  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital. 

Prof.  Eastman  will  give  the  course  on  Surgical  Anatomy,  connecting 
it,  where  it  most  naturally  belongs,  with  his  course  on  descriptive  Anat¬ 
omy.  He  will  also  continue  to  give  the  lectures  on  Clinical  Surgery  at  the 
Hospital  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity. 

Prof.  Moore  will  devote  his  entire  time  to  Didactic  Surgery. 

Physiology  will  continue  to  be  taught  by  vivisection  and  experimental 
illustrations — a  method  of  instruction  which  was  first  successfully  inducted, 
in  this  country,  in  the  University  of  Buffalo.  Prof.  Mason  devotes  his 
entire  attention  to  this  subject,  and  has  had  the  most  ample  opportunity  of 
becoming  familiar  with  the  best  European  methods  of  instruction  in  his 
department. 
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In  tlie  Department  of  Chemistry,  the  Professor  will  continue  to  present 
all  the  new  views  entertained  by  Chemists,  so  far  as  they  make  the  sub¬ 
ject  more  clear  and  simple  to  the  student,  and  elucidate  its  applications  to 
Physiology  and  Medicine. 

The  present  organization  of  the  JSchool  embraces  nine  working  teachers, 
no  one  of  whom  is  connected  with  any  other  institution — teachers  of  long 
experience,  and  men  of  extensive  observation  in  the  several  departments  to 
which  they  are  assigned;  they  are  thus  able  to  unite  the  theoretical  and 
scientific  with  the  positive  and  practical,  making  the  lectures  complete  in 
all  the  departments  of  Medicine. 

In  the  plan  of  instruction  adopted  in  this  institution,  Clinical  teaching 
occupies  an  important  and  prominent  position ;  all  the  practical  subjects 
presented  in  the  Didactic  course  being  fully  illustrated  at  the  bedside. 
The  Hospital  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  and  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital, 
together  with  the  cases  presented  at  the  college,  furnish  ample  material  for 
Clinical  instruction  and  study .  In  this  respect,  few,  if  any  institutions  in 
the  country,  possess  equal  advantages — equal,  at  least,  in  point  of  avail¬ 
ability,  since  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  all  the  clinical  cases 
can  be  seen  and  studied  by  the  class.

bECTUF(E£,  <SfC. 

The  regular  term  begins  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November,  (Nov. 
3d,  I860,)  and  continues  sixteen  weeks.  Four  weeks  previous  to  this 
date,  (viz.:  Oct.  6th,  1869,)  the  preliminary  term  commences,  and  the 
College  will  be  open  to  those  who  wish  to  pursue  Practical  Anatomy  in 
advance  of  the  lecture  session.  The  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  will 
have  the  immediate  charge  of  the  dissecting-  rooms  during  this  month,  and 
subsequently,  under  the  geneial  direction  of  the  Piofessor  of  Anatomy. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  an  ample  supply  of  material 
will  be  furnished  to  students  at  the  commencement  of  the  dissecting  term, 
and  at  reasonable  expense.  The  anatomical  rooms  are  spacious  and  well 
ventilated,  and  the  Demonstrator  will  give  his  entire  attention  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  in  practical  anatomy — dissections  will  also  be  continued  under  his 
charge  during  the  regular  term.  Clinical  instruction  by  the  Professors  of 
Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery,  will  be  given  during  the  month  of  Octo- 
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her.  The  Didactic  lectures,  during  the  regular  terra,  are  given  in  the 
College  edifice,  situated  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Virginia  Streets.  This 
is  a  commodious  stone  structure,  conveniently  and  pleasantly  situated, 
constructed  with  express  reference  to  medical  instruction,  museum,  etc., 
and  is  exclusively  devoted  to  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University, 

The  Buffalo  Hospital  of  the  Sisters  of  Charily  is  situated  within  a  few 
rods  of  the  College  edifice.  The  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery,  (Professor 
Eastman)  and  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  (Professor  Kocherter,  ) 
are  the  attending  medical  officers  of  the  hospital  during  the  lecture  session. 
The  students  of  the  College  are  allowed  to  attend  at  the  hospital  on  stated 
days,  during  the  visits  of  the  medical  and  surgical  officers,  and  to  accom¬ 
pany  the  latter  in  their  service  in  the  wards.  Lectures  by  the  clinical 
professors,  on  the  medical  and  surgical  cases  under  observation,  are  given 
in  the  hospital  amphitheatre;  and  surgical  operations  are  here  performed 
before  the  class.  In  connection  with  the  medical  cases  of  the  hospital  as 
well  as  in  the  didactic  course  of  the  College,  particular  attention  will  be 
paid  to  the  subject  of  physical  exploration;  and  opportunities  will  be 
afforded  for  becoming  acquainted  practically  with  the  important  physical 
signs  of  pulmonary  and  cardiac  diseases,  which  will  be  pointed  out  at  the 
bedside,  by  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine. 

The  Buffalo  General  Hospital,  which  is  but  a  few  minutes  walk  from 
the  College,  will  be  open  for  clinical  instruction.  Prof.  Miner,  one  of 
the  attending  Surgeons,  will  invite  the  class  to  witness  all  important  sur¬ 
gical  operations,  and  will  give  clinical  lectures  as  opportunity  offers. 

Patients  who  apply  at  the  College,  are  examined  and  prescribed  for 
before  the  class;  and  surgical  operations  are  frequently  performed  in  the 
College  amphitheatre.  The  large  population  of  Buffalo,  together  with  the 
neighboring  towns  and  villages,  furnishes  abundant  material  for  every  de¬ 
partment  of  clinical  instruction,  so  that  nothing  now,  as  regards  extent  and 
availability,  can  be  desired  for  clinical  observation  aad  study,  comparing 
favorably  with  metropolitan  institutions,  and  possessing  this  advantage, 
that  each  case  can  be  brought  distinctly  to  the  observation  of  all. 

No  hospital  fees  are  required;  the  Faculty  having  made  arrangement 
for  die  admission  of  all  the  members  of  the  class,  without  charge. 

Special  instruction  in  Chemistry,  theoretical  and  practical,  will  be  given, 
if  desired,  by  the  Professor  in  that  department. 

Practical  demonstrations  with  the  microscope  will  be  given  in  connection 
with  Physiology  and  Microscopy. 
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TEXT-BOOK^. 

It  is  thought  best  to  dispense  with  the  usual  enumeration  of  text-hooks. 
Students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  such  standard  works  on  the 
several  departments  of  medical  science  as  they  have  in  their  possession,  or 
which  may  have  been  recommended  by  their  preceptors;  and  each  profes¬ 
sor  will  recommend,  in  connection  with  his  lectures,  those  authors  in  his 
particular  department,  to  which  be  gives  preference,  with  any  qualification 
that  he  may  deem  proper..

FEES  AJMD  REQUEyVTlOJMF- 

Students  must  matriculate  when  they  commence  their  attendance  at 
the  lectures.  Matriculation  fee,  (annually,)  $5. 

The  fees  for  the  tickets  of  all  the  Professors,  inclusive  of  the  hospital 
ticket,  amount  to  810.  This  sum  is  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
Dean,  who  issues  the  tickets  of  the  several  Professors. 

The  Dean  is  authorized  to  issue  a  perpetual  ticket  on  payment  of  8100. 
He  may  also,  at  his  discretion,  receive  well  secured  notes  for  this  amount, 
which  will  be  due  in  not  more  than  one  year  from  date,  with  interest. 

Students  who  have  attended  a  full  course  of  lectures  in  this  institution, 
will  be  received  on  payment  of  $50.  The  fee  from  those  who  have  attend¬ 
ed  two  full  courses  elsewhere ,  is  825.  The  alumni  of  this  College,  and 
all  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  at  the  institution,  are  entitled  to  all 
the  tickets,  on  payment  of  a  matriculation  fee  of  $5. 

Graduates  of  any  respectable  college,  after  three  years,  will  receive  all 
the  tickets  on  payment  of  the  matriculation  fee . 

Practitioners  of  five  years’  standing,  who  have  attended  one  course  of 
lectures  in  a  regular  institution,  will  be  received  for  825.  The  fee  for  the 
ticket  of  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  is  $5,  which  is  optional,  except 
for  one  term  before  graduation. 

The  above  comprise  all  the  fees  required  of  the  medical  student;  no  ad¬ 
ditional  College  expenses  are  necessary,  except  such  as  are  incidental  to 
dissection,  and  these  are  moderate  It  is  expected  that  arrangements 
idth  the  Dean,  for  the  payment  of  fees,  will  be  made  within  the  first  two 
weeks  of  the  term. 

Good  board,  with  room,  fuel,  and  lights,  may  be  obtained  for  from

$4.50  to  $6  per  week.  Students,  immediately  on  their  arrival,  are  re¬ 
quested  to  report  to  the  Dean,  who  will  aid  them  in  securing  satisfactory 
accommodations.

F^ULEg  AND  REQUISITES  FOR  QRADU  ATION. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine  is  conferred  by  the  Chancellor,  in 
accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Council  of  the  University,  upon  the  joint 
recommendation  of  the  Faculty  and  Curators.  The  following  are  the  re¬ 
quisites  for  graduation:  Twenty-one  years  of  age;  a  good  moral  character; 
satisfactory  evidence  of  having  studied  medicine  for  three  years,  under  the 
tuition  of  a  respectable  and  regular  practitioner  or  practitioners ;  dissection 
during  one  course,  either  at  this  or  some  other  incorporated  institution; 
two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  having  been  at  this  institution.  The 
candidate  must  deliver  to  the  Dean,  three  weeks  before  the  close  of  the 
term,  a  thesis,  composed  and  written  by  himself,  on  some  medical  subject, 
which  has  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  Faculty.  He  must  have 
passed  an  examination  in  the  several  departments  of  medical  education, 
which  shall  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty  and  Curators  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity. 

The  graduation  fee  is  $20,  which  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  before 
the  day  of  examination. 

The  Commencement  will  take  place  on  Tuesday,  the  last  day  of  the 
term,  when  the  medical  degrees  will  be  publicly  conferred  by  the  Chancel¬ 
lor  of  the  University.
